C. Wallace said he will an* 
nounce his vice presidential run* 
nlng mate in the next few days, 
and he said both the Republican 
and 
Democratic 
candidates 


"are beginning to sound like 
me." 


Humphrey's pledge to stop the 


riots came in a statement in 
which he endorsed 84 recom* 
mendatlons drawn up by his 
special task force and called for 
an "honest, clear discussion" of 
the crime and disorder problem. 


"This is not a time for fear- 


mongerlng, slogans or empty 
promises," 
Humphrey 
said. 


"These tactics can only lead to 
national disaster." 


His program included federal 


funds for better paid, trained 
and 
equipped local 
police; 


"highly-trained, highly mobile 
units which can act immediate" 
ly to stop civil disorders in their 
early stages," and federal law 
enforcement .technique assist- 
ance teams to respond to local 
requests for help. 


"We need not follow the path 


of blind repression and counter- 
violence which only tends to in* 
crease loss of property, loss of 
life and loss of control," he said. 
"But let' me make it pefectly 
clear: the riots will be stopped. 


"I welcome dissent, but not 


violence and destructive action 
which actually obstruct pro- 
gress."

Thousands of 
Soviet Troops 
Ring Prague

PRAGUE (AP) - Thousands 


of Soviet troops ring Prague 
with their big guns aimed at the 
city to keep pressure on Czecho- 
slovakia's leaders. 


The steel ring of Soviet artil- 


lery Is evident to anyone travel- 
Ing outside the now tranquil but 
sad city. Heavy cannon, rockets 
and missiles point at Czechoslo- 
vakia's capital from north, 
south, and east and west. 


One military 
expert says 


there is enough artillery not 
only to destroy the 600-year-old 
city but to "overkill" if shelling 
is ordered. 


A short ride on the main high- 


way east of Prague, a left turn 
toward the village of Dubec and 
there are 24 big guns set up in 
the alfalfa fields, their barrels 
pointed 
toward the capital, 


Twelve are lined up In a row to 
the right of the road; there are 
two groups of six on the left, 


The guns appear to be 122mm 


cannon with a range of more 
than 
nine miles, Downtown 


Prague is less than eight miles 
away so these weapons could Wt 
the presidential palace on the 
opposite bank of the Vltava Riv- 
er, 


A mile or so farther are five 


batteries of multiple rocket 
launchers pointing at the city, 


A few hundred yards beyond 


the end of Prague's Strasnice 
streetcar line, two score Soviet 
T55 medium tenks are parked, 
their guns directed toward the 
city. 


Northwest of Prague, near the 


village of Horomerice, more 
than 50 big guns are coneen* 
trated witbjjQ h£if a mile. They 
include at least 18 J?3mm bow. 
itzers, six huge |52mm eanjaofl 
plus 85mm guns and 57mm au» 
toimtic antiaircraft batteries, 
Some travelers have also seen 
missiles 
mounted OR tanks 


aimed at Prague from the east 
and several tank regiments. 


The artillerymen live to tents

American Bar Association com* 
mittee for a tough crackdown on 
pretrial publicity, popped up in a 
surprising (to us, anyway) place 
last week. The report has drawn 
fire from numerous journalism 
groups, But last week its rejec- 
tion by the ABA was urged in a 
resolution adopted at a national 
meeting in Birmingham of Sigma 
Delta Kappa, the intercollegiate 
law fraternity, 


"The suppress! on of news con- 


cerning the com-nlsslon, invest!* 
gation and prosecution of crime, 
proposed by the Reardon Report, 
would present real danger to the 
public good," the resolution said. 
This, remember, came not from 
a press organization but from a 
law fraternity. 


The Birmingham 
News has 


sought to make the point many 
times that two constitutional 
guarantees are involved: Free- 
dom of the press and the right 
of a defendant to a fair trial. 
These must be balanced. But the 
cause of justice has been served 
much more often than It has been 
subverted by full disclosure of 
relevant information. 


The Bar Association is in- 


terested in guaranteeing that a 
defendant gets a fair trial. So 
is 
the press. Sigma Delta 


Kappa's message to members of 
its own profession may get more 
notice than similar objections 
raised by journalism groups, 
which some lawyers have tended 
to dismiss as self-serving. 


Both free press and fair trial 


are public rights. The press and 
the legal profession have a great 
responsibility to see that both are 
protected. - Birmingham (Ala.)

On Taxes 


A tax tip for students who have 


summer jobs: 


Up to $900 can be earned com- 


pletely tax-free. This is because 
of the $600 personal exemption 
plus the $300 minimum .standard 
deduction. In addition, as much as 
$500 more income will be taxed 
at only 14 per cent. Thus, a stu- 
dent fortunate enough to earn 
$1,400 on a summer job would 
have a tax liability of only $70. 
The surtax levied this year 
doesn't 
affect 
persons with 


$1.000 or less taxable income. 


There also is something of a 


tax break for parents of a sum- 
mer job-holder who will be less 
than 19 years old by the end of 
the year or is a full-time stu- 
dent, regardless of age. If they 
furnish more than half his sup- 
port, they can claim a $600 de- 
pendency deduction for him re- 
gardless of the fact he claims 
a $600 personal exemption on his 
own tax return. In any case, the 
student should file a return even 
if he doesn't have to pay tax, in 
order to get a refund of any tax 
withheld. • Jacksonville (Fla.)
